There was a murmur of disap- 
proval throughout the division at the awk- 
wardness of the provost guard, which was now 
apparently adding both unnecessary delay and 
torture to the penalty of the unfortunate men. 
The wounded man was placed again, and his 
party dispatched him with its next volley, He 
‘lay motionless on his coffin. But the other 
seemed almost invulnerable, for the second 
volley from his party, though it may have 
scratched him, left him still struggling vigor- 
ously to free himself. A- brilliant idea then 
entered the provest marshal’s mind. He 
brought up his men one by one close to 
the condemned man to have them shoot him 


successively. But, for some reason, the 
muskets would not go off; merely the caps 


flashed. Seven or eight men went upone after 
the other, and presented their muskets within 
a foot ortwo of the deserter’s head; but only 
tosnap caps. A low growl of indignation ran 
along the ranks of the division and became 
fierce when one of the provost men’s guns 
went off finally only to wound the poor fel- 
low, who sat there on his coffin squirming 
about under the slow murder. The ‘ven- 
eral of the division was in a rage, and 
sent his staff one after the other galloping up 
to urge the provost marshal to do the disa- 
greeable duty promptly and properly. Min- 
utes went by and still the repeated etforts of 
twelve veteran soldiers to kill this sitting, 
blindfolded, pinioned, helpless man were al! 
in vain. A superstitious feeling spread through 
the division that he would not be killed, be- 
cause he could not be. Nearly half an hour 
of volleys and file firing had passed, when the 
provost marshal, placing the muzzle of his 
long-barreled seven-shooter to the unfortunate 
man’s head, discharged all the loads. The 
ras over.

winds of the other contestants as to the 
faliness of the application. These reports 
were required to be sent to the Hon 


J. T, Henderson, commissioner of agriculture, At- 
lanta,Ga. The honorable comrnissioner, together 
with the committee selected by the contestants, 
met yesterday and opened all the applications, for 
the purpose of deciding who were entitled to the 
premiums. Messrs. Scott & Co. had nothing what- 
ever todo with the selection of the committee, nor 
in any way deciding the -result or awarding the 
preiniums. : 
Following is the result of the contest as reported 
hy the committee, showing that the twenty-four 
contestants who were awarded premiums, made on 
the 120 acres planted by them 111,011 pounds of 
clear lint cotton, Oran average of 925 pounds to 
the acre. The largest yield was 1579 
pounds to the acre, and the smallest 597 pounds.

Nothing definite in relation to an under- 
standing between Mr: Gladstone and the 
Irish contingent can be known until after 
the meeting of parliament in January. 
Lord Salisbury niust make his offer first. He 
stands ready to give the Irish counties pow- 
ers similar to those enjoyed by English or 
Scotch counties—that is, powers to make 
roads, determine local taxes, and other simi- 
lar local authority—but he is unwilling to 
hand over Irish aflairs as a whole to an Irish 
parliament.

There will be 
trouble over the terms of the measure. Ire- 
land must remain a part of the British em- 
pire, and it follows that in all foreign affairs 
police, matters she 
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must continue to submit to the rule of the 
government as represented in the lord lien- 
tenant. All other Irish questions, under 
the rumored plan, are to go to an Irish par- 
liament. But shall Ireland be permitted to 
build up her industries under a protective 
tariff directed, as it no doubt would be, espe- 
cially against English manufactures? Shal! 
the interests of English landlords in Ireland 
be left to the mercy of Irish tenants? These 
are difficult questions, and there are other 
difficult questions in the way; but if Mr. 
Parnell and the liberals see office and glory 
in a compromise—if they set their heads 
in earnest to the task of settling the Irish 
question on a just and enduring basis, they 
will undoubtedly be able to perfect a meas- 
ure reasonably free of objections. 

All of the liberal leaders deny that they 
have indorsed any scheme for home rule in 
Ireland ; they will continne to make such 
denials, because no scheme is really before 
them. Where there isso much smoke, how- 
ever, there must be some fire, and all the cir- 
cumstances—the inability of the tories to 
agree upon any plan that would be of sub- 
stantial benefit to the nationalists, the dis- 
position of Mr. Gladstone to be just to Ire- 
land, and the power that the liberals and 
Parnellites combined would possess—all 
these things go to confirm the current rumors 
of an alliance that will restore Mr. Glad- 
stone to power. The age of the great liberal 
leader is all that makes the proposition seem 
impossible ; but he is apparently as vigorous 
as ever, and as ready to do battle with the 
tories and at the same time whip in his own 
party, as he was thirty years ago. He is in

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Horizontal Horizontalism. 

A few days ago a Washington correspond- 
ent of the Courier-Journal, of Louisville, 
Ky., reported ‘‘an earnest but excited free 
trader’’ as follows: 

I tell you, sir, we are sold out. Tilden’s letter to 
Carlisle discloses the basis of the deal. The coast 
defenses scheme is a job, mercenary and political. 
It meditates the distribution of millions of money 
among Tilden’s coterie of iron elad statesmen and 
the ultimate elevation of Randall to the presidency. 
Manning is in both the money making and political 
branches of the job up to his eyes. Smith Weed, 
“Bill” Scottand Barnum are its godfathers. La- 
mont represents the gang at the white house. The 
failure of the president to speak out like aman 
about the tariff means that the whole power of the 
administration will be secretly thrown against any 
congressional action, thus enabling Randall togain 
an easy victory over Morrison, and so sending Car- 
lisle to the boneyard. I tell you, sir, we are sold out, 
aud you will live tosee it. 

This astounding statement was copied in 
the New York Herald, commented on and 
attributed to Senator Beck, of Kentucky. 
But Mr. Nordhoff, the Washington corre- 
spondent of that journal, sought an inter- 
view with Mr. Watterson, and was informed 
by him that the diatribe in question should 
have been credited to the meek and lowly 
Mr. Morrison, who is engaged in bringing 
the entire country toa horizontal position. 
This correction was duly printed by Mr. 
Nordhoff, who was called on the next day by 
the meek and lowly Morrison in person, Mr. 
Morrison declared that he was not the author 
of the statement. He said: ‘‘Inever thought 
anything of the kind, nor anything out of 
which it conld be made.’’ This, of course, 
was pretty rough on Mr. Watterson, and Mr. 
Nordhoff made haste to explain that such in- 
jury as had been done to Mr. Morrison was 
the handiwork of a brother horizontalist. 
Thereupon Mr. Morrison began to revise his 
first statement so that it would fit the re- 
quirements of horizontalism. He said: 

Mr, Watterson’s statement is incorrect. I did 
have some conversation with Mr. Watterson about 
the message after it appeared. Mr.Watterson claim- 
ed that the tariff part of the message was satisfac- 
tory to him asa tariff reformer. I said it was not 
so to me, and that the president was, I thought, 
surrounded and influenced on this matter by people 
and interests not such as would lead him to what I 
believe to be correct conclusions on tariff reform.. I 
mentioned some of the names which I find in Mr. 
Watterson’s paragraph as being those of persons 
who I believed had influence with the president in 
a direction hostile to a rea) reform of the tariff. But 
to charge the president, or the administration, or 
anybody connécted with it, or any one of the gen- 
tlemen Inamed, with corrupt motives, I never did. 
Nor did Tin the conversation with Mr. Watterson 
think or speak of Mr. Randall in*connection with 
the presideucy. 

Now the question is, is Mr. Watterson 
more horizontal in this matter than Mr. 
Morison, or is Mr. Morrison more horizontal 
than Mr. Watterson? This is very important. 
For why should Mr. Watterson desire to-mis- 
represent Mr. Morrison? And why should 
Mr. Morrison desire to correct Mr. Watter- 
son? The mistake, if itis a misteke, is all 
in the family, and should be promptly con- 
doned. 

But it isa very pretty row, for Mr. Nord- 
hoif naively remarks, in concluding his dis- 
patch, that ‘‘Mr. Morrison has gone to look 
for Mr. Watterson.’’ Let us hope that the 
whole matter will be promptly composed. 
The whisky ring cannot afford to have two 
of its most prominent champions leading 
each other around Washihgton by the nose.

A Grand Record for Georgia. 

A year ago we printed the result of a com- 
petition for prizes offered by Mr. George W. 
Scott, of the Gossypium phospho company, 
for the best acre in cotton and incorn. The 
results were carefully attested and were re- 
ceived with genuine surprise. On one acre 
a Georgia farmer had made 1,545 pounds of 
lint cotton, pnd the 75 farmers who con- 


| tion for 1885 will be found 
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the acre. 
cotton to the acre. Another farmer made on 
one acre 116} bushels of corn, and sixteen 
grain planters averaged 81 bushels to the 
acre. These results were unprecedented, 
and were qnoted all over the union to show 
what Georgia lands would do when they 
were properly farmed. 

On yesterday the results of a new compe- 
tition by Messrs. George W. Scott & Co. were 
declared. Instead of offering prizes for 
the best one acre, the competition was made 
to cover five acre patches. This was wise 
pelicy. It caused the farmer to improve 
more land, and made the result more a nrat- 
ter of good farming than a result of chance. 
The record for 1885 is magnificent, One 
farmer made on five acres 7,898 pounds of 
clean lint cotton, which is equal to 1,579 
pounds to the acre, or practically four bales 
tothe acre of 400 ponnds each. Five far- 
mers made over 6,000 pounds to the five 
acres, and the 120 acres planted in the com- 
petition averaged 925 pounds or 2} bales 
to the acre, The result reached by the corn 
raisers was quite as notable. One farmer 
made 495 bushels of clean, shelled corn on 
five acres, and two ether farmers made more 
than 450 on five acres. On the 45 acres 
planted, they made an average of 70 bush- 
els to the acre, the largest average being 99 
bushels. Following these are a number of 
club contests quite as remarkable as those 
made by single individuals. These results 
are cheering. They show that, under proper 
encouragement, Georgia soil is as good as any 
on the top side of this earth, and that any 
farmer who does his duty in this state need 
not seek for a home in any other state. [ive 
acres of such corn as Mr. McWilliams raised 
would give a farmer all the corn that he 
needed. Five acres of such cotton as Mr. 
Truitt raised would give himtwenty bales of 
cotton, and another five acres cultivated as 
well in wheat would give him all the bread 
he needed. A man who 500 acres 
might thus make fifteen acres give him his 
bread, corn and money crop, and putting 
the rest down to grass, or selling it? if, he 
could not help prospering. There is just 
now a strong movement of northwestern tfar- 
mers towards this section.

As far as the health of the convicts is 
the experiment of farms 
There has not been a death at Old Town ina year, 
The men are fat, hearty. They 
are fed to the full. The only ration 
that is limited is meat, and that is fixed at 
three-quarters of a poundaday. Potatoes, turnips, 
bread, onions, cornand cabbage are in unlimited 
quantities because they are raisedin abundance. 
Dr. Houk, a capable and conscientious physician 
is in charge of the hospital, and Mr. Williams, who 
has been with Captain James for ten years, is in 
charge of the farm. Captain James himself, kind 
but firm, overlooks every detail. Indeed, aside 
from the shackles and a certain alertness!while at 
work there was no difference observable between 
the convicts and the colored laborers on any large 
plantation. They sang, laughed and gossiped while 
at work, just as other negroes do, and but for the 
sinister flashes that shot now and then from be- 


coneerned, 
is successful.

But the vast horde of convicts on the state’s hands 
being elLowed out of the trades by outraged free 
labor will never find work on the farms. 

For the simple reason that it does not pay. Cap- 
tain James makes money on his plantation. He is 
too good a farmer todo anything else. But the free 
labor he uses cost less than the convict. As fol- 
lows: He gets a free laborer at 50 cents anda ration, 
Say CO cents a day, or $15.40 a month. This labor 
he works in squads alongside the convict squads 
Step for step. 

Now see what the convicts cost. The state’s hire is 
#1.75 a month for each man. A guard for each squad 
of cight costs $40, which raises the cost of each to 
$6.75. To this must be added the cost of superin- 
tendents, physician, night watchmen, which car- 
ries each man up to say $8 a month, more than half 
as much as free labor. The convictsin addition must 
be fed and clothed and cared for. When the free labor 
is Sick or is not needed it is not paid for, but the 
ccnvict must be paid for every day in the year. The 
lessee is fined $200 for each escape. A female con- 
vict or a boy costs as much as a man. All things 
considered, Captain James says free labor is cheaver 
than convict labor on the farm. Where he can 
dispose of a force of convicts elsewhere. he shins 
them off the farm and-puts free laborers in their 
places, 


While at Oldtown I saw a race between a convict 
and the hounds. It came about in this wav 

Mr. Williams claimed, and he was backed by 
Captain James, that any convict could be selected 
out of a hundred and sent off to cirele through the 
woods, passing through a dozen squads of convicts:

Ke Passes a Restless Day—England is Quite 
Low—He May Die, 

Will Malone is still confined in the city prison. 
. J. M. England, his victim, is at his sister’s home, 
No. 40 Baker street, in a critical condition. 

Malone takes his confinement restlessly. This is 
the first time in his life that he has been behindthe 
bars as aprisoner. He is naturally of a restless 
disposition and walks up and down his cage all the 
time. He cannot sit still any length of time and is 
constantly thinking over his trouble. During the 
day yesterday he hada great many callers. Ma- 
lone is widely known in the city and actuated by 
friendship or curriosity, fully fifty persons who 
rarely appear at police headquarters called yester- 
day tosee him. Hereceived them all pleasantly, 
and talked with each one. His brother, a 
quiet, industrious youpg man, was 
among the number who called, and the meeting 
between the two brothers was quite affecting.

He 
has a bright mind, and gained a good education, 
and when he left college a brightfuture was before 
him. He was inclined to be fast, however, 
and lived high until his money was gone. RKe- 
celtiy he has been connected with the United 
States Marshal's office.

ONE OF THE DEAD TWELVE. 


Something About Mr. Nathan Stanley Who 
Was Kilied In the Collision. 

Mr. L. Rountree, a brother-in-law of Mr. 
Nathan Sianley, the Anniston merchant who was 
killed in the collision atthe seventeen mile tank 
Monday night, was in Atlanta yesterday. 

Mr. Rountree was en route to Anniston 
charge of Mr. Stalney’s business.

MANNING ON’ THE TARIFF, 


He Thinks That the Officers 
Doing Their Duty. 
WASHINGTON, December 20.—Secret ary 
Manning, in conversation today respecting the 
proposed examination by the senate into the 
working of the New York custom house, said 
that asthe executive officer, primarily re- 
sponsible for the execution of the tariff law, 
he should welcome the cu-opération of a 
committee of the senate, if one be created to 
that end. He said, however, that during 
nearly all the present year an active in- 
quiry into the condition of - the 
custom houses had been going on, 
under the initiation and supervision of his im- 
mediate predecessor and himself, and that the 
result of that inquiry is exhibited in a volume 
of 890 printed pages, which, when examined 
by the senators, will disclose all the needed 
facts in regard to the custom houses up to Octo- 
ber last, and save the work of an examining 
committee. If there has been a defective ad- 
ministration since then, which had escaped his 
attention, he wquld be glad to know of it. A 
resolution had been introdaced in the house 
respecting an importation of glassware by L. 
Lekman, which, he said, would be promptly 
answered as soon as adopted and sent te him, 
Any otber specific inquiries addressed to the 
cepartment by either house would receive im- 
meciate and thorough attention. Mr. Manning 
remarked that he had, in his annul report t@
